The Naval Tog O' War. 


( Reuler’s Service.) 
. . Washington, December 1. 
The outstanding feature of to-day's proceedings is a meeting of 
the committee of three—Mr. Hughes (the U.S. Secretary of State). 
Baron Kato, and Mr, Balfour—in an endeavour to reconcile the Japo- 
American divergency regerding the naval ratio. At present each of 
the sides seems inclined to insist upon the reasanableness of its 
own viewpoint and Mr. Balfour's role will probably be mediators. 

The naval experts, who have bean engaged for ten days in con- 
nection with the details and figures, will report to the committee of! 
three. The iatter will then endeavour to find a commonly acceptable 
solution. If Japan still preases her contention, it is uncertain what, 
will happen, but it ia suggested that the moat likely sohntion is that 
the whole question of the ratio will _be referred to the five Powers. 

The Question of Japanese Guards. 
woe Washington. December 1. 

Mr. Hanihara pointed ovt that Japanese Consolar police in 
Chins did not interfere with Chinese or other foreign nations, as 
their functions were strictly confined tothe protection and control 
of Japanese. Without full co-operation of the Japanese police. 
punishment of crime in mang cases was impossible, especially in 
Manchuria, where thousands of Japanesa were resident. There 
were far fewer cases of crime among Japanese where Japanese 
police were stationed than where there were no Japanese police, 
Japanese police provided protection for the Chinese communitic-.

Sedate, sensible 
elements, however, remain firmly conrinced.that the true keynote 
has just been struck by Lord Derby in yesterday's speeoh to the 
Sphinx Association of London when the former Ambassador laid 
great stress on the actual necessity to protect the Ententa Cordial 
against politicians’ incansistency and pettiness. _ 

While rot quite sharing Lord Derby's viewpoint regarding the 
expediency of a formal alHance, leading circles believe that close 
Frooch and British co-operation remains the keystone of world 
peace and the only hope of Europe ever emerging from the present 
confused situation—Harus. 

Lord Curzon Proposes Conference. 
a Paris, December 1. 

It is semi-officialy stated that in the course of a cooversation 
with the French Ambassador (Count de St. Anlaire) Lord Curzon 
suggested a general settlement of the Eastern question by moans of 
a small preliminary conference consisting of the Italian Ambassador 
in Paris, M. Briand, and Lord Curzon, which should be follawed by 
a fail meeting ot the Supreme Council to decide upon a compre- 
hensive solution, especially on the question of mediation in the 
Turco-Greek conflict. 


ROYAL DUTCH PETROLEUM CO. 


Policy in Regard to the Netherlands E. Indies, 
Amsterdam, December 1. 

Sir Heory Deterding (the Chairman of the Company} in aspeech 
before an extraordinary meeting of the Royal Dutch Company, said 
that if only the smallest part of the Government policy fa regard to 
taxation and export duty in the Dutch Indies was executed the 
Board would deem the credit basis withdrawn from the Company. 
No public issue would be possible; therefore no cash dividends. 

The Royal Dutch and Shell combine in 1920 made 200,000,000 
guilders profit, but the larger pars was not from the Indies, and 
there was more profit from traasport, distribution, and selling than 
from production. : . 

Tbe Company was not oppesed to a profit tax on real profit obtain- 
ed in the Indies. even if a high tax; hut the Company most earnestly 
protested against being msde a lifebuoy for the exhausted Indies

THE FUNCTION OF THE PRESS. 


An address upon the function of journals and journa- 
lists by a leadlins member of the Northclifle Press has a 
certain piquancy. and an added interest to readers out 
here is imparted by the visit tothe Far East of the head 

“of that celebrated organisation. The lecturer was Mr. 
Wickbam Steed, the Editor of the Times, and he was telling 
a class of embryo scribes at London University what 2 
journalist should do and what he should be. Mr. Steed, 
by the way, was himself involved in a curions episode at 

New York, during the earlier stage of Lord Northclifie's 
tour, concerning an interview in regard.to the King’s part 
in the Irish question. and just lately a statement made by 
bis lordship in the Colony was the’ subject of considerable 

discussion. ‘In both cases explanations were rendered. bat 
neither Lord Northeliffe ner the Editor of the Times ap- 
ears to have exercised that precision which the latter has 
just been inculeating upon . pressmen—so much is practice 
apt to lag bebind precept. The lecture, however. while 
much of it was on conventional lines,.contained some points 
of public as well as of professional interest. -One that may 
be cited as coming under this category was the assertion 
that“ Lord Northcliffe was the ablest all-round journalist 
the lecturer had ever met. De. : 
This, it may be noted. followed upon dissertations in 
revard to idealism and following an “informed con- 
science.” One feels ‘that loyalty to his chief must, 
consciously or not, have had a part in inspiring such a 
declaration. That Lord Northcliffe stands as Superman 
among newspaper promoters, that he understands in a 
remarkable degree the business aspect of a newspaper. are 
facts patent to every one. That he Is an outstanding 
journalist, or even a journalist at all properly so called, 
much less an “all-round ‘ one, is news to us. We venture to 
doubt whether Lord Northcliffe himself holds that view or 
“has aspirations of that kind. Where is the product from 
the pen of this “ ablest of all-round journalists“! A man 
who cannot lay a single brick may have a very good idea 
of what sites are likely to develop into paying estates. 
Lord Northelifie has 2 very good idea of the kind of 
publications that are likely to pay. He is the type- 
specimen of Newspaper Maguate, not of journdlist. His 
articular aptitude as promoter and financier would pro- 
ably have shown itself had he chosen an entirely different 
field. 
“Mr. Steed had a good déal to say . ppon 
terseness‘and the art of compression. assuredly an essential 
qualification of the journalist. It is open to doubt, 
however, whether the “short. snappy " vogue introduced by 
the Northcliffe Press. exemplified in such publications as 
the Daily Muil, is an unmixed blessing. “ Tabloid journa- 
lism ” bas its couveniences to the rcader with limited time. 

- certainly. The mistake comes in making a fetish of it ; 
‘and itis well to observe that in the famous journal over 
‘which Mr. Steed- himself presides regard is still had to 

completeness. If the Tims is not now characterised by 
the portentous solemnity of half or even a quarter of 
century ago, one does not go to it for terseness; on, the 
contrary, the amplitude and thoroughness of its matter give 
“the Thunderer "its special value. So much for news. 
“As to views, Mr. Steed desiderated “ fearlessness in follow- 
ing the lead of an informed conscience.” This strikes us 
as & good formula, rightly interpreted. It also prompts us 
to speculate as to how far it is adopted by the Northcliffe 

- organisation. Are its leader-writers at liberty to follow 

- the dictates of conscience, untrammelled by instigation 
- from the heads”? While applauding idealiem, Mr Steed 

declared that. this qnality.was “best when it was high- 
souled by stealth and blushed to find itself practical 
wisdom.” We trust that the. journalistic students whom 
Mr, Steed was addressing will seek idealism openly, and 
will do no blushing for it when realised. Sach false 
“modesty is just as out of place as vanity.

Canton’s Sistement. 
“The cable news is very full of 
teparta from Washington regard. 
ing Chinese questians but the pro- 
gressive stata of tha discussions 
makes comments little difficult; 
the news of one day is superseded 
by the news of the next, But the 
lengthy statement which we 
published yesterday fram the 
Ministry af Foreign Affaira at 
Canton datailing what would hare 
been its programme at the 
Washington Conference repres- 
ents a settled opinion on which 
comment can more easily be 
founded. And wedo not comment 
on it for any other reason than 
that we find i: a cogent, well- 
reasoned and just statement of 
China’a rights—a ground plan on 
which action could wel! be based. 
After dealing with the question 
the recognition of Pek. 
ing and Canton the document 
proceed? [to set ont categor- 
ically the lines on which future 
action should Sproceed, urging 
among other things the tabliog of 
all past agreamenta and con- 
cessions for review and judgement 
in the light of the following 
three principles -— Territorial 
Tategrity, Economic Integrity 
ant Administrative Integrity. 
No-one can talk of the sover- 
signty of China and ignore those 
principles--principles which avery 
other country recognises and 
insists upon when applied to itself. 
Wedo notintend torapeat thelone 
list of specified questions which 
were appended under the above 
threo headings, but Canton's 
statement shows sery clearly 
that enlightened Chinesa see in 
the Wa dington Conference a 
great opportunity to eecure justice 
for their country. We have 
previously held that the interna- 
tional Powers should do all that 
thes canto help China in the 
matter of her own problems 
becanse we recognise that it is 
the existence of a loosely-govern- 
ed and exploited country dike 
China which gives rise to the 
main Pacific problems of to-day. 
Give China a chance to get 
straight with herself, to throe 
of the manacles which have been 
fastened on ber by international 
diplomacy and commercia! com- 
petition, and let ber take her 
part in world affairs es an equal 
with the big free Powers and the 
Chinese would soon demons:zrat 
to the world that they are 
emisently fitted to be the moulders 
of their own destiny. And there 
should ba some effort on the part 
ofthe Powers sitting at Wash- 
ington to guage the worth ot 
Canton’s cause and accord the 
Canton Gavernment ae fair chance 
to make good. Canton’s Istest 
statement, summed up, is simply 
* Hands off China "—a policy all 
nations have long preached to 
othars. 


On Rubber Restriction. 
The question of restricting the 
output of rubber isose that has 
engsged a considerable amount 
of attention of late and we were 
very interested to read the ra- 
quest of the Council of the 
Kubber Growers’ Association, 
cabled by Reuter yesterday. 
There has been wa scheme of 
voluntary restriction in operations 
among the members for some 
time past acd this scheme is due 
to cxpire at the end of the year 
for which reason the Council now 
asks all rubber producers to con- 
tinge restriction during the first 
six months of 1922. Even those 
who were outside the last scheme 
are now being requested to came 
into the arrangement—an_ ar- 
rangement which we believe to 
be utterly bad in principle. The 
plea of growers is . that 
price cf rubb2r bas 
so low that estates 
are being run at a loss and that 
unless the demand aod price 
hardens soon many estates will 
ba forced to close down and go 
out of business. By telling such 
a tale of woe they seek to justify 
co-operatiod in the matter of 
reduced ontpot, knowing fell well 
that the law of supply and de- 
mand would then opsrate greatly. 
to their benefit. We all know 
that at the time of the great rub- 
ter boom no expense was spared 
on the part of producers for the 
simple reason that no roatter how 
extravagantly the estates were 
tuo there was profit galore to be 
made, Aud wo sre creditably in- 
formed by one who has had per- 
sonal experience of rubber estates 
that they are, very largely, still 
run.on alack and unbusiuess like 
lines. Costs of production brave 
not reached a reasonably low 
level aud if a little more business 
application were brought to bear 
in the managemgr.t of estates even 
the present prices would give a 
profit. But our main point is that 
it is bad in principle to combine 
to heighten prices. If there is too 
much rubber being produced then

JAPAN'S TROOPS LN CHINA. 
Washington, Dec. 1. 

Mr. Hanihara has made a statement to tne Far Hastera Com- 
mittee disclaiming empbatically taat Japan ever entertained aggres- 
sive purposes cr a des.re to encroacn illemtimately on Coina's 
sovernngnty in maintatoing garrisons io Cnina. He declared Japan 3 
readiness to withdraw her raltway guards in Shantang when Coines® 
Police were substituted; but tne maintenance of troops on the South 
Alancouria raulway stood on a diferent fvoting. He declared there 
was an absolute necessity for them under existing conditions, for 
withdrawal would undouptedly leave the districts ab the mercy of 
bandits. -lt waa therefore impossible for Japan to forgo her duty of | 
maintaining guards in Mancnuria, where their presence was re- 
cogmised by treaty. . 

Mr. Alfred Sze stated he would reserve tne right to answer 10 
detail the Japanese statements after having an opportanity of 
studying them.

Had it been greatly help- 
ed by the war, which brought 
such rapid promotion to mans, 
Sir William Robertson's advances. 
ment to topmost rank would hare 
daan very remarkable; but the 
author of “From Private to Field- 
Marshal” (Constable, 213) had 
reached the rank of Ganeral years 
bafora the war. Prior to that 
date the only instance that comes 
to mind of a British private 
reaching tne rank of General 
in latter-day history is Hector 
Macdonald, that fine soldier whose 
light went dim so tragically. 

Sir William Robertson's career 
speaks for itself in a unique way 
as s combination of ability 
and moral tanacity. ‘The path be 
which he rose was attended by 
countless ricours and pitfalls. 
He entered the Army forty years 
ago, when brucality was still rife. 
Sur William's picture of tha old 
barrack life of the seventies is 
exceedingly affective in its un- 
strained matter-of-factness. Tle 
must have possessed a devouring 
mind, and, and, reaching india 
with a commission, he began to 
absorb langusges and other know- 
ledxe so fast that he was soon 
a first-class frontier authoritr. 
Every officer, he thinks, should 
go to India, acd none should stay 
there too loug—the Istter counsel 
has been driven home in other 
micds by much of the war's 
history. 

It is very interesting, even at 
this date, to bave the first-hand 
impressionsof such a soldier upon 
the South African War. Sir 
William at first held an important 
postin the Intelligence Depart. 
ment at home, bot War OfSce in- 
formation was made +o rigorously 
to follow prescribed channels 
that it was sometimes days in 
reaching hiro frum the other side 
of the street, and Le had to take| 
the bulk of his data from the! 
newspaper reports! We have the} 
record here of a critiesl con- 
sersation between the author 
and Mr, Balfour on Buller’s 
memorable proposal for the 
abandonment of Ladysmith. The 
advice which Sir Willism Robert. 
gon gave was followed in the 
appomtment of a new Com- 
roander-in-Chiet, amd he is. 
‘probably to be thanked for 
saving & Cabinet which was 
no more, brilliant in the 
mintary sphere than other 
Cabinets from a particularir 
hamiltating blunder. Outin South 
Africa, where he ‘went with 
Colone! Henderson, he had to 
witness a good deal of bad s‘aff 
work, and to note tuat engage- 
ments were fought half-heartedly 
necause commanders felt that 
“-asuaities would be interpreted as 
«bowing lack of capacity. 

Between Vereeniging and Mons 
the author was, in one post or 
another, a close onlooker at th 
mainsprings of ..our soilitary 
system, aod the strongest feeling 
he has retained from those cay3 
is 2 bitter detestation of the poli- 
tictans who refused to prepare for 
the contingencies of a struggle 
with Germany, and "deliberately 
beld up te scorn those who put- 
ting patrigtisns before self-inter- 
est, strove to warn the country of 
the peril in which it stood.” The 

‘conduct of modern war, he 
remarks, is 39 complex that 
“in the Cabioes, 
the days of the amateur are over,” 
and “the nation sbould realise 
the necessity for havingeducate- 
leaders — trained statesmen — to 
conduct.i's war business, if and 
when war sbould again ¢ome 
along.”

Sir William makes it clear that 
he bad always the courage of his 
own convictions, ard did not 
snbordinate bis judgment of tho 
public. interest to the attractions 
of a.quiet official life. Among bis 
obiter dicta is to be noted the 
opinion that the traditional 
superiority .of the volunteer ta 
the conscript received very little, 
if any, support from the exper-
